property within the city of Lincoln as 
returned in recapitulation tables pre- 
pared by Tax Commissioner flathews 
is $97,228,175.

6. — The great heart of the mid- 


dle west pulsed in sympathy and sor- 
row today as the train bearing home 
the body of the late President Hard- 
ing flashed by countless small sta- 
tions. All thru the night, as the train, 
maintaining terrific speed, 
tore 
its 


way across Iowa, people stood along 
the route. There was not an hour of 
the rrrght that was not marked thus 
by groups of men and women, and in 
many cases children. 


Sometimes it is said of Americans 


that they^re slow to be aroused. But 
it never has been said of them that, 
once aroused, they fail to give ade- 
quate expression, nationally and 
in- 


dividually, to the spirit ci' America, 
If ever America's heart was laid bare, 
it has been in the days of this first 
transcontinental funeral trip 
of 
its 


kind. 


People who stay up all night 
to 


stand at attention as a train streaks 
by at sixty miles an hQur are ani- 
mated by more than mere curiosity. 


It was nearly 3 a. m. when the train 


got into Omaha, but there was there 
a vast throng, stretching away 
into 


the dim shadows of the night. 
And 


then, as the train crossed in 
Iowa, 


there were some more groups, whose 
faces swept by in a blur as the train, 
trying to make up lost time, made the 
rails ring with its furious speed. 


Some members of the party 
were 


unable to sleep because of the train's 
speed. Remembering yesterday's near- 
wreck at Chappell, Neb., they feared 
some mishap. But nothing happened, 
except the constant passing of those* 
blurred grqups of faces In the light of 
little wayside stations; blurred 
faces 


and a flash of color as the flag was 
passed. Every where the flag was In 
evidence — bound with the mourning 
band of crepe. 
To .the people, 
the 


dead 
yet lived 
somehow. Another 


man sits in his place in Washington, 
but, Warren G. Harding is still the 
president out here. 


And BO, as daylight 
came, 
they 


gathered in ever increasing numbers 
— at Boone, 
Ames, Marshalltown, 


Tama and at little places in between 
where the train rushed past so rap- 
idly that the name of the station was 
indistinguishable. 


Farmers pasued in their fields, and 


took off their broad straw hats with 
reverent gestures. Tomorrow, 
they 


may find it necessary to criticise the 
government; but today the president 
was passing by. 


Behind Schedule. 


But the need for making speed to 


the capital is not allowed to interfere 
with the slower catfence of the click- 
Ing, hammering wheels that marks 
the approach of a town or city, where 
daybreak finds watchful, bareheaded 
groups gathered to pay their respects 
to the honored remains and the pale, 
silent woman in the last car, alone 
with the guard of honor and the dead 
that is hers. But when she speaks at 
all of this, it is with expressions of 
gratitude for the American people's 
thoughts. 


A,, chief concern of those who are 


accompanying the president's remains 
to Washington for the funeral services 
Wednesday • was that - Mrs. Harding, 
wan and visably aged from her suffer-- 
ing «nd her almost superhuman effort 
not 
to give way, may be* given 


strength to carry on to the finish as 
she has so bravely begun. 


The remarkable woman who sits for 


long hours beside the bier in the rear 
compartment rested 
a little 
better 


Sunday, despite the prolonged strain 
and her first thoughts when she came 
from silent contemplation in the fun- 
eral coach were for the comfort of 
others in. the party. 


She sent personal inquiries to "sev- 


eral newspaper men about colds they 
contracted in San Francesco, telling 
them to take care of themselves and 
rest while on the train. 


Mrs. 
Harding who would seem to *e 


in the need of sympathy and strength 
of the whole nation, as indeed it is be- 
ing poured out to her in an endless 
stream of telegrams, actually is trying 
to brighten the days for those about 
her. 
Her continued courage ' is the 


marvel of her friends. But they see 
behind the drawn, firm, kindly feat- 
ures evidences of the anguish of her 
spirit, 


Each sile»t crowd beside the rail- 


road brings a fresh reminder of the 
nation's loss and must be an 
addi- 


•tional pang of sorrow for the widow. 
But when she speaks of this at all. it 
Is with expressions of gratitude -ior 
the American people's thoughts.

"I spent a lot ol time to get at the 


source ot the entirely different feel- 
ing manifest in Kansas," Mr. Whitten 
said, "and I finally decided it was 
largely due to the tact that the Kan- 
sas farmer has got away from the one 
crop idea—and that one crop wheat— 
and has gone in tor diversified farm- 
ing. Almost every farm we saw had 
from one to three silos, and twenty- 
five to a hundred head'of cattle, hogs 
running with'the cattle, and corn and 
alfalfa galore. Lots of milk cows are 
to be seen on Kansas farms, too, and 
dairying is growing more" and more 
important. 
"I never saw such corn as is grow- 


ing in the Kaw valley, and in Ne- 
braska too. I believe it will average 
ten to twelve feet tall, every stalk 
with enormous ears hanging out Po- 
tatoe operations in the Kaw valley 
are the largest I've seen since leav- 
ing Minnesota. Hundreds of men and 
women, boys and girls, are in the 
fields picking up the potatoes as they 
are turned out by the digger, an im- 
plement resembling a plow. The day 
we were, there they were getting $1 
a hundredweight, or 60 cents a bushel, 
which doesn't sound big until you be- 
gin figuring 300 to 500 bushels to an 
acre. 
"Some of the farmers told us -what 


wheat they raised Vas so inconsider- 
able a part of their whole output that 
whatever they got for it was con- 
sidered pure velvet 
They are haul- 


ing it to market right along. Those 
who still raise considerable wheat are 
inclined to blame present low prices 
partly on the Capper-Tincher bill, 
which limits the operations of boards 
of trade. The farmers say it elim- 
inates competition and serves to de- 
press the market 


"We could not find anybody who 


was not violently opposed to the pro- 
ject of consolidating the railroads 
into a few large groups. They see 
this'plan as the first step toward gov- 
ernment operation, which they regard 
as bad business, eliminating competi- 
tion and working to the detriment of 
service."

Burlington Official Says Lack of a 


Grain Rush Causes Expenses to 


Grow Faster Than 


Revenues. 


Vice President E 
P. Bracken of 


the Burlington, who was in Lincoln 
Monday morning, said that the traffic 
increase on the railroad 
is 
not so 


great at this time as might be ex- 
pected. The wheat market has dimin- 
ished the usual \olume *ot grain ship- 
ments. 
The increase in earnings 
is 


not keeping pace 
with the increase 


in operating expenses. 


Mr. Bracken spent two 
weeks in 


northwest Xebiaska and Wyoming 
because of flood troubles recently and 
he brings a glowing report of grain 
and crop conditions in the northwest 
3e says good corn and alfalfa can be 
seen along the raihoad from Lincoln 
o the Montana line. Corn, which is 
usually very short in the northwest, 
.s the tallest ever known this season. 
Alfalfa is -unusually good, and 
the 


range has produced more grass than 


any recent year. 
Mr. Bracken deplored the fact that 


the farmers are compelled by the 
prices to hold their wheat. "If that 
is the only way to control the mar- 
ket," he said, "that is the 
proper 


method of procedure. 
It 
may 
be 


necessary next year 
to raise 
less 


wheat. It would certainly be fortun 
ate if readjustment 
of agricultural 


conditions could be 
brought

Here AreRedpes 


to Have at Hand 


at Pickling-Time

HERE are no condiments that 
can compare with those made 
at home i£ the receipts used 


are good, the things carefully made 
and correctly bottled. The following 
are reliable recipes and one and all 
well worth a trial. When, not other- 
wise stated, good cider vinegar may 
139 used. Brown sugar is prefeVable 
to white for vegetable pickles and 
fruits when not otherwise stated. 


Apple Chutney. 
Pare, quarter, core and then slice 


two dozen green tart apples. Put 
them into the preserving-kettle with 
one cupful of moist light brown 
sugar dissolved in three pints of 
vinegar and cook until the apples are 
tender, then set to cool. Add a half- 
cupful of salt, a quarter-cupful of 
mustard seed, one thinly-sliced gar- 
lic, a cupful of stoned raisins, a 
quarter-cupful 
of ground ginger, 


four onions and two sweet peppers, 
chopped. Put all into the preserve- 
kettle and cook together very gently 
«. half hour. Cook, bottle and cork. 


Grape Catsup. 
Wash and stem five pounds of 


ripe black grapes. Put the grapes 
Into the preserve-kettle with two 
cupfuls of -vinegar and cook gently 
nntil the grapes are feoft. .Then 
work through a fine sieve. Return 
to the preserve-kettle and add two 
pounds of brown sugar, a table- 
spoonful 
each 
of 
ground cin- 


namon, cloves, allspice and black 
pepper. Cook gently for one hour, 
then bottle, cork and seal. Green 
prape catsup is made the same way, 
except that a few celery leaves are 
added to the grapes as tfley cook, 
and tarragon vinegar, or white vine- 
gar, is used instead of the cider 
vinegar.Sweet Pickled Peaches. 


Add to three pints of, vinegar five 


pounds of sugar and a big spice- 
bap. 
Cook for five minutes, then 


add ton pounds of peeled peaches— 
ripe and good flavored, but firm- 
cook gently, skim carefully until 
th« peaches arc tender when pricked 
with a straw. Lift the peaches with 
a. skimmer to a crock. Boil down 
the syrup for a few minutes, then 
pour "over the peaches. 
Lay the 


spice-bag on top for four <Jays. then 
remove it and scatter in a tablo- 
spoonful of whole cloves and a few 
pieces of broken stick cinnamon. 


Old-Fashioncd-Mustar* Pickles. 
"Wash fifty little cucumbers. Pwl 


two quarts of small white onions. 
r-,u up throe large heads of cauli- 
flower into flowerettes, quarter and 
lour large jrracn or red sweet 
ers. Place all Tin a crock and 
over enoiiph scaldinsr brine to 


cover. 
Let stand for two hours, 


then rins* well. Put three quarts 
nnd a pint of vinegar into the ket- 
jle. add a pound and a half of

Clark, the president's secretary. D» 
spite the press of official business, 
Mr. Coolidge showed his human side 
by agreeing to sit for the late arrival. 
The reporter was to hold a newspaper 
opened wide on the shadowed side 
of the president's face 
as a "light 


killer." 


"Let's get busy, young men," said 


the president with severity, as the 
photographer and his drafted assist- 
ant entered. "I'll do' anything if you 
do it quickly," he added and a twinkle 
was noticeable in his clear blue eyes. 


Taking courage, the photographer 


said he wanted to "shoot" the presi- 
dent seated at a desk. The president 
glanced around the colonial paneled 
living room of the suite. There was 
no desk in sight 


"Come on," he said, "we'll get'the 


desk from the next room and drag it 
in here. 


Without hesitation the president of 


the United States took a grip on one 
corner of the desk, Col. C. O'Sherrill 
his military aide, grasped another, 
while the photographer and reporter 
took the other end.

W. C. Shafer, county attorney of 


Custer, as a friend of the supreme 
court has filed a brief with the tribu- 
nal in which he takes the position 
that the guaranty fund is Hable for 
the repayment of the county of the 
entire $44,000 that Its county treas- 
urer had In the people's bank of An- 
selmo when its toes were turned sky- 
ward. 


The attorney general has refused to 


acknowledge any liability in excess 
of $7,500, which is half the capital 
stock of the bank, and which he in- 
sists Is the limit fixed by law as to 
the amount County Treasurer McCan- 
dless could deposit in this bank, being 
half its capital stock. 


The county attorney takes the same 


position as Judge Hostetler, dho held 
when the case was tried below, that 
the provision in the state law that 
limited the amount a treasurer could 
deposit in a bank to half its capital 
stock was 
repealed by implication 


when the other part of the same law 
that required the depository bank to 
give a bond for the sum deposited was 
superceded 
by 
the guaranty 
fund, 


which covers public deposits in the 
Same manner as private 
funds are 


covered. Mr. Shafer says it would be 
absurd to say that the repeal of part 
of the law did not take all of it out of 
the statutes. 


He insists that the attorney general 


is inconsistant when he admits that 
$7,500 
of the 
$44,000 deposit • is a 


charge on-the guaranty fund and then 
says the remainder is not. Suppose 
the bank could pay out in full, then, 
if the funds liability was limited to 
half the capital stock it would make 
money by the whole process. Atten- 
tion is also called to the fact that the 
guaranty fund collected from the An- 
selmo bank assessments based on the 
deposits in question, and that it can 
not now be heard to complain that 
more was deposited than is proper 
under the law, when it knew the 
money was there all the time.

FARMERS INTERESTED 
IN WAREHOUSE LAW 


Some Favor Trying Act of 1921 in 


Which Legislators Themselves 


Did Not Have Much 


Faith. 


Secretary G. L. Shumway of the 


state department of agriculture 
has 


received several letters asking for en- 
forcement of the farmers' grain ware- 
house law which was passed by the 
legislature of 1921. 


This act can be put in force 
oy 


farmers and county boards. The state 
department 
merely 
prescribes 
the 


form to be used for licensing farm- 
ers' warehouses. The farmer may ap- 
ply to the county clerk for a ware- 
house license. A feed of 25 cents is 
required. The county board is to ap- 
point an inspector. 
The county fet! 


for inspection of a warehouse is $5 
The law makes such warehouse certi- 
ficate negotiable, transferable and as- 
signable. But a receipt issued to a 
tenant shall not be good beyond the 
time of the land lease, unless consent 
of the land owner is gi\en. 


When the law was passe"? many 


members of the legislature voted for 
it with the explanation that they dJJ* 
not believe it would enable the farmer 
to make any better terms for borrow- 
ing money than could be made with- 
out such a law 


Senator H. C Beebe of Polk, speak- 


ing in denial of a charge that the leg- 
islature of 1921 had done nothing for 
the farmer said: 
Haven't we passt1*? 


a law that enables the farmer to go 
upon his own land, build his own bir>* 
store his own wheat for a fee of $5J? 
and borrow all the money he can?" 


The bill was asked for by a national 


grain growers association.

Boston Transcript: Is Waterloo no 


longer to echo to the tread of a pil- 
grims' army? Is the historic battle- 
field, the theme of poet, historian and 
and novelist, to be left on the byways 
of travel, a place which the traveler 
of today will hurriedly pass by? Such, 
apparently, is the fate which threat- 
ens Waterloo today, according to a re- 
cent news dispatch. The tide of tour- 
ist travel no longer touches this little 
Belgian village, once the scene of the 
decisive battle that ended the mili- 
tary power of Napoleon. Visitors, 
once numerous, have 
become few; 


great as is the desire to tour the bat- 
tlefields of the world war' the average 
traveler has neither the time nor the 
inclination to make the side trip to 
Waterloo. 
So the town remains un- 


disturbed by visits from the holiday- 
makers of many lands, undisturbed, 
if not forgotten. 


The "neglect," more apparent than 


real, is after all a natural thing. The 
shock and din of the battles of the 
world war still ring in our ears; 
whereas 
the Napoleonic wars are 


merely one of the many series of 
struggles that fill the pages of his- 
tory. 
Verdun, the 
Argonne, 
the 


Marne, louvain, Soissons—tn&«,3 and 
many other points staniu fi fresh in 
our memory that they must be vis- 
ited first, and in' most instances there 
is little time left for exploration of 
other historic battlefields. How many 
visitors to France, for example, now 
make a point of visiting 
Poitiers, 


Crecy, or Agincourt, or the spot in Au- 
vsrgne where Vercingetorix, the chief- 
tain of the valiant Arverni, fell into 
Caesar's hands? How many visitors 


which are not so blue as they once 
were, and not so much overalls as 
merely the clothes you spend most of 
your life In. He greets us just as sim- 
ply and friendly as one human being 
should another and no more. There 
are no politics on this farm. 


The Fundamental Issue. 


Minneapolis Journal: 
The true is- 


sue for this country and our people, 
which may not be presented formally 
in the campaign next j^ar, but which 
does underlie every political contro- 
versy nowadays, is whether we are to 
preserve the republic or to become a 
pure democracy.

charge that Kenyon did not have a 
fair trial because C. K. Maixner. Uie 
Ceresco banker from whom it is al- 
leged he received the stolen property, 
testified undpr duress. 


C. H. Bruckman, a farmer of West 


Point, bought XOOO shares of the Ban- 
ker's fire company, promoted by Ken- 
yon, 
Maixner and others. He wanted 


o borrow some money and was ad- 
vised by Maixner and Keuyon that if 
he broke 
the certificate 
for • 2,000 


shares into smaller numbers, he could 
get 
the money 
more readily. He 


turned in his certificate, and that was 
the last he ever saw ot it he said, un- 
til the trial, but that he did see on 
Kenyon's desk the three other certifi- 
cates tha'. represented what had been 
issued instead. 


The charge 
is that Maixner and 


Kenyon used the 
Bruckman shares 


for collateral for a $50,000 loaned se- 
cured from the American bank in Lin- 
coln. Kenyon said he was only a sur- 
ety in that deal and that he never 
saw. 
or handled the stock certificate. 


He says that 
Maixner had pending 


before the state board of pardons, of 
which the attorney general is a mem- 
ber, 
at the time he gave testimony

He says that 
Maixner was called by the defense, 
and that he put him on in rebuttal 
only. 


The attorney general lays stress in

Maixner that when Kenyon left her 
husband on the morning of the note 
deal she heard Kenyon say that if 
they did not get the §50,000 matter 
fixed up they would both be in jail in 
five minutes.

MEN AND THINGS. 


Most or the sneers at the uplifters are not justified. 


Some of these, of course, disgust with their gush and 
emotionalism, but the talking ones are not the real 
workers. Only those who have taken the trouble to 
investigate realize what a tremendous work is being 
done by the welfare worker in the industrial cities. 
We see little of their work here, where the expense of 
a visiting nurse is a subject for serious legislative de- 
bate. One of them said not long ago, in describing 
work in one of the great industrial cities, that it was a 
thankless, largely unsuccessful, but absolutely neces- 
sary Job; that about all that could be done was to 
render first aid to a seething mass of poor, dirty, slug- 
gish-witted exiles that could not make the grade. 


Our wants and our vanities create jobs for other 


people, and the number of the middlemen, who take 
tolls as goods pass from producer to consumer, is 
largely determined by our own attitude towards the 
problem of distribution. 
If one can afford it he is not 


going to trot around to the grocery and carry home 
what ifl needed for food; he will order it by telephone. 
There is a lot of talk about the producer selling at the 
back doors of the homes as the solution of one part 
of the problem. The scheme has been tried long enough 
to justify the pronouncement that it is a failure. The 
farmer doesn't want to bother selling at retail any 
more than the consumer wants to go trotting around 
bargain hunting with a basket on the arm. 


Housekeepers have two grievances against this back- 


door method. 
They say that the producer rarely 


makes it an object for them to buy from him because 
he keeps close track of the retail market and demands 
as much as the grocer asks for what he has to sell. The 
other is that when wholesale market conditions grow 
better .or work on the farm grows more intensive, the 
producer quits coming. The indisposition to share the 
savings from the elimination of the middleman makes 
the housekeeper indifferent and the disappearance of 
the producer from her back door makes her furious. 
And there you are. 


By injecting a graduated series of doses made up of 


the bugs that cause rheumatism, eastern doctors have 
achieved so pronounced a success that they are now 
predicting that that disease will soon be listed among 
the conquerable annoyances of life—and rheumatism 
surely enacts a leading role in the suffering of indi- 
viduals. Following so closely upon the heels of the dis- 
covery of insulin for diabetes, it is mighty cheering 
news for the afflicted of the world. With the gen- 
erosity that marks the profession, the remedy is to be 
made available to all doctors. If we could only re- 
strain the activity of those members who hunt up new 
diseases for us, life would present a rosier aspect than 
ever.

Some people spend their money on automobiles and 


others find their diversion in politics. Thus we find 
that a number of farmer-labor party men engaged for 
a number of days in the heat and swelter of a large city 
trying to agree upon a program of action that appeals 
to only a very small section of the voting public. The 
work is bound to result in nothing because of that fact. 
The only chance for a third party next year would be 
its nomination of Henry Ford for president. And then 
the chance would be only a slight one, because party 
ties rest too heavily on the majority of votes to expect 
the breaking of a sufficient number. 


The national farm forestry extension committee wig- 


wags us for help. It is organized for the purpose of in- 
ducing the farmers of the country to grow wood on 
their spare acres, and insists that the home-grown 
forest is the one hope of relieving the timber shortage. 
Evidently a good many people believe that if a man's 
duty can be brought home to Mm with a profit attach- 
ment in plain sight he will attend to it Otherwise we 
would not have so many committees urging this, that 
or the other thing. The trouble with farm forestry is 
that it isn't profitable unless it is properly done, and 
unless the county agents can°teach the farmers the plan 
has little hope of success. 


Which reminds me that up In the sandhill section of 


the state this year 1,000 acres of land is being re- 
claimed by the setting out of pine trees grown on the 
Bessey reservation at Halsey. The nursery is now so 
organized that this production will continue yearly in- 
definitely. The trees are grown from seeds and trans- 
planted "when three years old. The government owns 
many thousands of acres in that section, and it is this 
tract that is being utilized. Ranchmen and farmers are 
also supplied -with whatever they need. This is tackling 
the problem from the practical side. It is the only way 
in which it can be solved. But it means years unless 
the example is followed widely.
